SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

(S) (1) IN THIS SUBSECTION, “INTERESTED FAMILY MEMBER” MEANS

A FAMILY MEMBER OF A RESIDENT UNDER GUARDIANSHIP WHO HAS PROVIDED
A FACILITY WITH CONTACT INFORMATION.

(2) ON THE DEATH OF A RESIDENT UNDER GUARDIANSHIP, A
FACILITY SHALL NOTIFY:

(1) THE GUARDIAN; AND
(II) AN INTERESTED FAMILY MEMBER.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2012.
